MURRELL E. REDDING. JR.. OWNER. dba REDDING DRILLING. L|CENSE NO. 38155

Licensee was present and represented by Eric Dobberstein, Esq. at the hearing.

Upon the Stipulation of the parties, ALJ Scotti found Respondent guilty of one (1) violation of NRS
624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS 624.165(3XeX2) failure to possess the required business license;
one (l) violation of NRS 624.3013(3) failure to establish financial responsibility. Respondent was
assessed a fine of $50.00 for the Third Gause of Action; a fine of $500.00 for the Fourth Cause of
Action for total fines of $550.00 and investigative costs of $3,660.00. All fines and investigative
costs are to be paid within ninety (90) days of the September 17,2014 hearing or license number
38155, Murrell E. Redding, Owner, dba Redding Drilling shall be suspended. Respondent's
license shall remain suspended until a current financial statement with bank verification form that
supports the license limit has been provided to the Board. The Board rescinded the First Interim
Decision and Order dated July 28, 2O14 and the Order Revoking License dated August 1,2014.

ALJ Scotti found Respondent guilty of one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(3) failure to eetablish
financial responsibility; one (1) violation of NRS 624.302(5) failure to respond to a written request
from the Board; two (2) violations of NRS 624.302(6) failure to comply with a written request from
the Board; firo (2) violations of NRS 624.3016(10) knowingly submitting false information in a
certified payroll report that is required for a contract for a public work; and one (1) violation of
NRS 624.3018(2) certain percons are prohibited from serving as officer, director, associate or
partner of licensee. Respondent was assessed a fine of $500.00 for the First Gause of Action; a
fine of $250.00 for the Second Gause of Action; a fine of $250.00 for each of the Third and Fourth
Gauses of Action; a fine of $1,000.00 for each of the Fifth and Sixth Gauses of Action for total fines
of $3,250.00 and investigative costs of $2,006.00. License numbers 42168 and 36464, Color
Country Construction were revoked. Respondent is required to make full restitution to all
damaged parties and reimburce the Board for any monies paid out of the Residential Recovery
Fund plus pay the fines and investigative costs prior to consideration of future licensure.

624.700(3Xa) failure to comply with Board's Notice to Correct; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3015(1)
acting in the capacity of a contractor beyond the scope of the license; one (1) violation of NRS
624.3011111(b)(1) disregard of the building laws of this State; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(3)
failure to establish financial responsibility. The Third Cause of Action was dismissed.

Respondent was assessed a fine of $500.00 for the Firct Cause of
Action; a fine of $250.00 for each of the Second, Third and Fourth Causes of Action for total fines
of $1,250.00 and investigative costs of $1,664.00. License number 77674, S. J. Hart Plumbing, LLG
was revoked. Respondent is required to make full restitution to all damaged parties and
reimburse the Board for any monies paid out of the Residential Recovery Fund plus pay the fines
and investigative costs prior to consideration of future licensure.

624.3017111substandard workmanship; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth in NAG
624.700(3Xa) failure to comply with Board's Notice to Gorrect; one (1) violation of NRS
624.3013(5), as set forth in NRS 624.520(1) failure to provide Residential Recovery Fund notice to
owner; one (l) violation of NRS 624.3015(1) acting in the capacity of a contractor beyond the
scope of the license; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3011(1)(b)(1) disregard of the building laws of
this State; one (1) violation of NRS 624.3015(4) knowingly entering into a contract with a
contractor while that contractor is not licensed; one (l) violation of NRS 624.3013(5), as set forth
in NRS 624.165(3Xe)(2) failure to acquire a business license in Boulder Gity, Nevada; one (l)
violation of NRS 624.30f3(3) failure to establish financial responsibility. Respondent was
assessed a fine of $500.00 for each of the First, Seventh and Eighth Gauses of Action; a fine of
$100.00 for each of the Second and Third Causes of Action; a fine of $250.00 for the Fourth Cause
of Action; a fine of $1,000.00 for each of the Fifth and Sixth Causes of Action for total fines of
$3,950.00 and investigative costs of $1,788.00. License number 77096, Omega Construction
Group, Inc., dba Forte Gonstruction Group was revoked. Respondent is required to make full
restitution to all damaged parties and reimburse the Board for any monies paid out of the
Residential Recovery Fund plus pay the fines and investigative costs prior to consideration of
future licensure.
